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HE year that this war started, 

twice as many American lives 

were lost by accident as were 
lost in all of World War I. Many 
times more were injured. Farms and 
farm homes had their full share of 
these accidents. 

Wherever you are, whatever you 
do, that is where your danger lurks. 
Those who work with livestock have 
animal accidents, and those who 
work with machinery have machine 
accidents. There is no such thing as 
complete safety, noteven inthe house.

N OVERFLOW CROWD attended the 
An annual meeting of the American 

Aberdeen-Angus' Breeders’ Associa- 
tio Wednesday evening, December Ist, at 
the Saddle and Sirloin club in Chicago. Due 
to the fact that there were no breeding 
classes of Aberdeen-Angus at the Chicago 
Fat Stock Show, nor an Aberdeen-Angus 
sale, a large attendance was not anticipated 
in view of travel conditions. However, 240 
breeders and friends gathered for the ban- 
quet, making it necessary to feed the over- 
flow crowd in two of the rooms adjoining 
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the main dining room. Seventy-eight dele- 
gates, or alternates, were present, one of 
the best official representations in some 
time. 

President John B. Brown presided at the 
banquet, and the annual meeting of dele- 
gates. Following the banquet Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders were privileged to hear 
Dr. A. E. Wight of the bureau of animal 
industry. The speaker gave a complete 
summary of what has been done in the con- 
trol of Bang’s disease in cattle, with special 
reference to vaccination work and progress. 


The address of the retiring president, cit- 
ing the progress of the breed during the 
year, was well received. Few men have 
been as deserving of the office of president 
as has John Brown, and no one has given 
more of his time and effort to the advance- 
ment of the breed throughout the country 
than has the retiring president. The recep- 
tion given Mr. Brown at the close of his re- 
marks is proof enough of the esteem which 
he enjoys among Aberdeen-Angus breeders. 

Following the reports of the secretary 
and treasurer nomination of officers was in 
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order. Otto G. Nobis, of Davenport, Iowa, 
popular breeder and showman, and for the 
past year vice-president of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, was 
elevated to the presidency by unanimous 
consent of the delegates. W. Alan Mc- 
Gregor, of Worton, Maryland, was the un- 
animous choice for the office of vice-presi- 
dent. W. H. Tomhave and J. F. McKenny, 
secretary and treasurer, respectively were 
chosen by the Board of Directors to con-

Good Morning ’44 


Well, here we are again, a brand new 
year during which the gate will swing open 
wider and wider to accommodate the stead- 
ily increasing flow of high class Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle as these beautiful, pleasing, 
profitable animals spread out over a wider 
area of the nation’s agricultural and cattle 
grazing acres and ranges. The final round 
up for 1943 reveals the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed in its 
all time strongest position, 
increasingly infiltrating in- 
to the vast grazing and 
pasture areas where they 
are being met by men and 
women desirous of convert- 
ing grasses and roughages 
into the greatest amount of 
edible food stuff for the 
human race. So it should 
be. Aberdeen-Angus are 
hardy, self reliant, capable 
of giving a good account 
of their stewardship over 
these feeds, not only in a 
pleasing but a profitable 
way as well. 


During the past few 
years the breed has estab- 
lished itself in forward po- 
sitions, strategically locat- 
ed, from which to make still further prog- 
ress. Hundreds of thousands of people have 
witnessed at fairs, shows and sales, for the 
first time these beautifully balanced, 
smooth, deep bodied, short legged cattle— 
and they have made a definitely lasting 
impression. Grass is just ahead of us 
again. Those seeking a way to most prof- 
itably convert the 1944 crop into meat, and 
money, are casting their eyes toward the 
Bonnie Blacks with an increased desire to 
own some of them. The Journal ventures

As testimony  sup- 
porting this assertion turn 
to the list of sales announc- 
ed today on another page 
in this issue. A magnifi- 
cent increase over 1943 in 
numbers and breadth of 
area involved.

We 
must have beef, therefore the breeding 
herds must be preserved, both pure bred 
and commercial. This is however a splen- 
did time to dispose of all undersirables. 
Such elimination will tend to improve the 
general quality of the breed just that much; 
a factor of vital importance in the contin- 
ued progress of our loyal breed.

ries the following as a lead pr rel 
significant decline in this nation’s fight 
against Bangs Disease by the blood se 
method has occurred since the start of the 
war. The number of cattle tested for the 
disease is only about seventy-two percent 
of last year’s figure. In the face of this 
decline of herds tested, the American Vet. 
erinary Medical Association reports that 
the method of vaccinating calves to control 
the disease, instead, is gaining ground. Ap 
improvement of 250 percent in the number 
of calves a month being vaccinated was 
made in the last year. 

“It would seem from these figures that 
there are many live stock men throughout 
the nation who realize full well that the 
need for a drastic change from present 
methods of Bangs handling is urgent. Some 
of the officials in charge of this work also 
realize the same thing. But the majority 
of these officials give no evidence of be- 
ing particularly interested in making a 
change. 

“There has been sufficient evidence and 
proof of the need for a change presented 
in this and many other interested journals 
the country over to convince anyone that 
something should be done in order to guard 
the best welfare of the live stock industry 
now and in the future. This proof has been 
presented time and again through various 
mediums, so that the live stock public is 
fairly well aware of its significance. Now 
it is up to the live stock public to do some- 
thing about it. 

“Since the majority of state live stock 
sanitary officials are doing very little to 
correct the present situation, it is up to the 
rank and file of live stock men to take the 
matter in hand themselves. And the only 
way by which a new method could be made 
to work most satisfactorily is for all state 
regulatory systems to set up alike and in 
harmony with each other. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Journal has Pl 
oneered in this field of activity for a num 
ber of years and has during this time re 
peated arguments in favor of the vaccina- 
tion system. It was only through persist- 
ent argument that the method of test and 
slaughter was stopped. The Journal has 
long, in fact since the beginning, support 
a vaccination system, properly controlled, 
as the only safe and sane method by which 
to eventually control and combat the spre 
of the dread disease. Hog cholera has beet

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A Year of Records 


GREAT ABERDEEN-ANGUS year 

has been concluded. In all activities 

of the breed, new highs have been 
established. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the Association, annual registra- 
tions of cattle have been above the 50,000 
mark—52,432 head, to be exact. Transfers 
of cattle the past fiscal year set another 
all-time record at 45,029. This is an in- 
crease of 18 per cent over the previous 
year. The number of new breeders joining 
the Association totaled 1,402, an increase of 
22 per cent over the previous record. 

In the eighty-nine public auctions held 
the past year, an average of $415.52 was 
established on 6,826 head. This is the high- 
est average in more than two decades. The 
1,945 bulls sold averaged $416.00, and the 
4,891 females $415.49. Although there were 
only four more public auction sales last 
year than there were in 1942, there were 
1,563 more cattle sold. An average of 
seventy-five cattle sold per sale, an increase 
of twenty-two per cent over the previous 
year. Auctions were held in thirty states 
and Canada, and cattle sold into forty-five 
states and every Canadian province. And 
in every sale at least one new breeder made 
foundation purchases. 

The number of active breeder organiza- 
tions was increased by seven the past year, 
making a total of seventy-three. Value of 
these groups is reflected in the 1943 auc- 
tion record in which sixty-four, or seventy- 
two per cent of all sales, were held by na- 
tional, state, district or county groups. 

In the list of new Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers, Illinois leads with 175, followed by Mis- 
souri with 159; Iowa, 128; Kentucky, 107; 
and Indiana, 92. Other states in the high

Aimed at 
getting good Aberdeen-Angus bulls, in 
numbers, into the hands of commercial 
cattlemen of the west, the Denver bull 
sale fills a very distinct need. The first 
sale, held last year, was a decided suc- 
cess, and western interest in the 1944 
event is high.

From Mid-July to Mid-December, only 
three shipments of steers have sold for 
$17.00 on the Chicago market. And as can 
be expected by any follower of the Doddies, 
this top price was paid for three consign- 
ments of prime Aberdeen-Angus. Almost 
as good is the record on the 1943 Chicago 
top of $17.85. Four loads brought this 
price, two of them Aberdeen-Angus. 

Of the three $17.00 per cwt. consign- 
ments, two were from Illinois feedlots and 
one from Iowa. On December 15th, Eric 
Swanson, of Bureau County, Illinois, sold 
twenty-three head of choice 1,220 Ib. 
Blacks at this price. On the same day 
Arthur Bell, Hancock County, Illinois, was 
in with thirty-two head of 1,259 pounders 
at $17.00. Also in the Bell shipment were 
nineteen Aberdeen-Angus heifers weighing 
1,155 pounds that brought $16.60—or 35c 
above the highest Chicago heifer price in 
three months. Also sharing the $17.00 
steer top were Schmidt Brothers, Clinton 
County, Iowa, who sold twenty-three head 
averaging 936 pounds on November 27th. 

“Why all this emphasis on commercial 
cattle prices,” someone may ask. Simply 
because the commercial cattle producer is 
the backbone of the pure bred live stock 
business. So long as cattle feeders can 
command a premium with good Aberdeen- 
Angus, they will buy that kind of feeder 
calves and steers from top commercial 
herds. And so long as these herds can com- 
mand a top price for this kind, they will con- 
tinue to buy the kind of bulls that produce 
market topping cattle.

All 
these factors have had a slightly depress- 
ing influence on beef production. Yet un- 
der this heavy load of difficulties American 
live stock men have carried on valiantly in 
a supreme effort to furnish our soldiers, our 
civilians and the lend 
lease, with their meat 
requirements and in 
doing so, they have 
produced the greatest 
tonnage of meat 
that this country has 
ever known.

For MONTH of JANUARY, 1944 
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It is true that the demand for meat 
(especially beef) by the Army has been 
large. Also, it appears that future demands 
for pork for Lend-Lease shipment—as well 
as for other government uses—will be 
great. The hog crop which will start to 
come to market in the near future will be 
the largest ever grown in any country in 
all the world’s history, and will produce 
about two billion pounds more pork than 
last year. The expectation is that, under 
the government’s program for increased 
production the following year this quantity 
may be further increased substantially. 


According to current government esti- 
mates, there should be available for domes- 
tic consumption this year not less than 130 
pounds of meat per person, after all war 
demands are met. But, this is a per capita 
figure and it includes small children, veg- 
etarians and other faddists, and nice little 
old ladies who “eat like a bird.” So that 
for many people in this country there 
should be available considerable more than 
the two and a half pounds weekly, per 
capita, mentioned in Secretary Wickard’s 
statement of August 31. Also, it should be 
remembered. that for every soldier who 
goes to the Southwest Pacific war area an- 
other pound of meat daily becomes avail- 
able in the United States. American armed 
forces in the Southwest Pacific eat good 
meat produced locally. 

It well may be that as the war goes on, 
there may be some undersupply of this or 
that kind or cut of meat. But there always 
should be meat available in reasonable 
quantity, at least, so far as can be seen now. 
It is equally true that there temporarily 
may be at times an over supply if shipping 
space becomes a problem. How much ocean 
shipping space will be available sixty or 
ninety days from now? 

Where people’s food supply is concerned, 
it is quite easy for hysteria and fear, and 
perhaps even panic, to creep in. We feel 
the objective, in the interest of the war- 
effort, should be to stifle hysteria or fear 
before they develop and that people should 
realize that they can have meat. ‘“Meat- 
less days” is a melodramatic, and ineffec- 
tive, approach to the subject. Our feeling 
is that such ideas as these may be more 
constructive: 1. Your meat—make the most 
of it. 2. How to make one pound of meat 
look like two. 3. Try something new, if 
there is no sirloin today. 4. Your porter- 
house is feeding a fighter today—but there 
still is some meat for you. 5, Remember, 
even the thriftiest cut of meat contains 
the same nutrients, and can be prepared 
tastily. 6. There is no real substitute for 
meat. 7. The taste—even the aroma—of 
meat whets the appetite; makes people eat 
the other foods they should have for good 
nutrition. 

It is suggested that ways of making meat 
go further, in times of actual undersupply, 
would be a real service to the consumer and 
help the situation generally. There are 
endless ways of making meat go further. 
For example, there are stews, there are 
meat. loaves and croquettes to which things 
such as bread, oatmeal, cereals, cheese, 
vegetables, rice, hominy, etc., may be added,

Hysteria should not rule with respect to Meat. There is so much 
talk of Substitutions, Meatless Days, etc., that it is not unlikely 
many People will get wrong impressions which are entirely un- 
sound, for which there can be no justification for such conclusions

ways of making meat go further in times 
of undersupply. A little ingenuity should 
develop satisfactory results both from the 
point of view of the supply of meat avail- 
able and appetite appeal as well. In this 
connection the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has just issued a reliable booklet 
titled “Meat . . . for Thrifty Meals.” 
There really is no substitute for meat. 
One may eat dry beans or nuts or some- 
thing else as a substitute, but one wouldn’t 
eat them every day. Eating should be en-

. PPEARING on the January cover is a 


picture of Grenadier 2d of Winton and 
a pasture scene from Hollyfield Farm, 
Manquin, Virginia. Neither the bull nor 
the farm, as far as its present ownership is 
concerned, is as yet steeped with Aberdeen- 
Angus lore. In fact, the herd at Hollyfield 
Farm is a comparatively new herd with ad- 
ditions ‘being made as recently as last fall. 
When Mr. John L. Clark purchased Holly- 
field several years ago, he first selected 
another breed of cattle, but failed to be im- 
pressed with them and though they were 
all registered and had been 
purchased at comparable 
prices, he soon sent the entire 
herd to market and then went 
out looking for Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding stock. 


The writer is not certain, 
but seems to recall that among 
the first Blacks to be sent to 
Hollyfield were a group that 
had been selected from the 
herd owned and operated by 
Mr. Charles T. Neale, of Rock- 
lands Farm, Gordonsville, Vir- 
ginia. Since that time, more 
than one or two carload lots 
have been added from eastern 
and mid-western herds, with a 
number of purchases being 
made at some eastern sales 
and from a few mid-western 
herds.

been acquired, too, so that today, Hollyfield 
Farm is really several farms, comprising 
about two thousand acres, much of which 
is well watered, with plenty of pasture and 
plenty of shade. Much of the land is quite 
flat and very productive. At one time when 
visiting Hollyfield, different fields were 
seen that had been, just a few months ago, 
nothing but woodland. Mr. Clark is a stick- 
ler for action and when he wants a field 
made ready, he doesn’t care to wait until 
the trees can be chopped out and the roots 
left to rot, a process that requires quite a

Clark travelled west and purchased from J 
Garrett Tolan a few head including a young 
bull, Eileenmere 310th, a son of Fileenmen 
85th, the 1935 International grand chan. 
pion bull and from a Blackcap daughter of 
Eileenmere 32d. Eileenmere 310th was q 
member of Mr. Tolan’s 1940 show herd and 
when exhibited at the American Royal, was 
placed first in class of junior bull calves 
Eileenmere 310th has proven a good sire 
at Hollyfield and his calves have sold to 
good advantage. A letter that was received 
here recently stated that all of his bull 
calves have been sold to head pure bred 
herds. One son, Hollyfield Commandomere 
4th, has been added to the herd bull bat- 
tery at Hollyfield. Reports are that this 
Eileenmere 310th son is a great herd sire 
prospect. Quite a few other bulls have been 
in service at Hollyfield, some of them still 
being used with good results. Among them

Joe Keefauver has been in his pur-

of January. In his purchases, I have heard 
Mr, “C. L.”, as he is called about the farm, 
state that Joe should buy one or two car- 
loads at any sale IF he found them suit- 
able. Many a time Joe bought one, oc- 
casionally, two or three. And Mr. Hard- 
wick, too, was and is as anxious that this 
offering be tops, and he has stated that 
there isn’t a “dog or a tail” in the forty- 
eight lots.

mention of the fact, that he was the 1935 
International grand champion, is perhaps 
unnecessary, for everyone who knows any- 
thing about the breed has heard of “85th” 
and of the record breaking sales made by 
J. Garrett Tolan chiefly because of the 
get of Eileenmere 85th. The dam of Ei- 
leenmere 298th is Ectessa, dam of Eileen- 
mere 61st, the sire of Epponian 8th of 
Rosemere, the 1936 International grand 
champion. Hardwickmere E. 2d’s dam is 
Queen of Rosemere 114th, by Prizemere 
32d. Back in 1938 Mr. Hardwick and Joe

sion. As has always been the case when 
Mr. Hardwick and Joe Keefauver attend 
sales together the one or ones they want, 
they buy, with little, if. any regard, as to 
the price. I cannot recall the price that 
was paid for this cow, but if Hardwickmere 
E. 2d does not bring back the investment 
plus plenty of interest, there have been sold 
in recent months and years, many a herd 
bull prospect at prices far too high. For 
Hardwickmere E. 2d combines the very best 
of the blood from the herds of J. Garrett 
Tolan and Congdon & Battles, and a close 
check of the records in major shows 
throughout the nation will soon indicate in 
no uncertain terms the great influence for 
general breed improvement that these two 
herds have effected. Just how many 
herds, that I have seen, that could 
be headed by Hardwickmere E. 2d 
to excellent advantage I do not 
know, but there are plenty, and in 
many states. If you have need of 
a herd bull, here is another of those 
“Chance of a Lifetime” opportun- 
ities. Space, alone, or rather the 
lack of space, alone, causes us to 
fail to more than mention that five 
other younger but very attractive 
herd sire prospects will be offered. 
Then, the females, and what a 
grand lot they are. In the course

Francis W. Clark, of Frankfort, Indiana, tells here 
of His Eight Years’ Experience in the Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeding Business, revealing a most Suc- 
cessful Career in the development of a real prof- 
itable and satisfactory Breeding Herd of Doddies 


In 1935 I bought ten Aberdeen-Angus 
grade cows and after testing for bangs 
seven out of ten tested out. I sold the oth- 
er three cows to stock yards. In 1936 I 
bought two cows and two heifers that were 
registered. At the International in 1937 I 
bought Ames Plantation Babe’s Boy 522698 
which was a fine bull calf. This bull pro- 
duced a large part of the females in my 
herd. Ames Plantation Babe’s Boy was a 
full brother to Ames Plantation Belman’s 
Beau 494251 which produced show cattle 
in 1939 and 1940. As a cattle feeder, I 
make. steers out of most of the bull calves. 
In 1940 Harold Tyner, of Tipton, Indiana, 
showed a steer named Snow that I sold 
him (this steer was sired by Ames Planta- 
tion Babe’s Boy) as a 4-H calf. This steer 
was grand champion at the Fat Stock Show 
at Indianapolis and stood second in his class 
at the International. In 1940 I bought a 
bull, Grubbs of Page 2d, to breed to the 
females out of the former herd bull. Grubbs 
of Page 2d sired a 4-H steer calf that I sold 
to Rex Collins, of Markleville, Indiana, 
which placed second at the Stock Show at 
Chicago in 1942. This steer stood next to 
Johnson steer from Ida Grove, Iowa. 

In 1942 I bought Enchanta’s Eileenmere 


11th 644388 at J. F. Thornton’s sale. Mr. 
George W. Rue, of Danville, Kentucky, came 
along and took this good breeding bull. 


Today I have as a senior herd bull Black- 
cap Black Jack 644972 a home grown bull. 
As a junior herd bull, Stongate Eileenmere 
4th which I bought at Illinois State Sale in 


1943. I have a herd of forty-three females 
of breeding age at home, and twenty fe- 
males with Mr. Bear on another farm.

Reviewing and Previewing the accomplishments made in 1943 and 
Plans for further Promotion of the Breed scheduled for 1944. 
Past Performance demands greater Effort and will result in Better 
Business for All if all Breeders co-operate to first build the Breed

CCASIONALLY A GLANCE or two 
QO into the past may serve to stimulate 
our efforts to greater accomplish- 
ment, and with that thought in mind, a few 
comments about the year 1943 and what 
occurred to help promote the breed in the 
Eastern States section might not be amiss. 
Prior to January first, 1943, plans had 
been made to stage an Eastern Regional 
Sale at Trenton, New Jersey; plans had 
been made to change the name of the East- 
ern States sale to the Northeastern States 
Sale and location from Ithaca to Rhine- 
beck, tentative plans were made to stage 
the first of a series of annual shows and 
sales in Pennsylvania and to try to stage 
another record breaking sale in Dutchess 
County, New York. There was more than 
a little uncertainty about the outcome of 
these events, for there might be too many 
cattle offered; transportation might be too 
difficult; cattle might not be as well fitted 


as seems to be necessary to sell them at 
prevailing prices; and other such pessimis- 
tic possibilities. Surely any one of the un- 
certainties could, if it happened, and likely 
would have tended to wreck the planned 
promotion of the breed in the east. For 
more than one hundred lots were to be sold 
at Trenton and that number was far in ex- 
cess of the usual forty-five to fifty lots 
that had been sold in one sale prior to this 
time. Then, too, just ahead of this major 
event was the Northeastern States Sale 
with sixty some lots, and the same general 
territory from which to look for buyers. 
Transportation was difficult; the task of 
locating as large a number of fitted cattle 
was not too easy, so actually the pessimis- 
tic possibilities were real and had to be 
overcome. But the fact is that they were 
overcome and because of them, the accom- 
plishment is greater in its promotion of the 
breed than it would otherwise have been. 


Grand Champions wz. 4u Breeds 


The grand champion steer 
of the Montgomery, Bucks 
and Lehigh Counties 4-H 
Baby Beef Club sale held at 
the Hatfield Fair Grounds, 
Hatfield, Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, on Decem- 
ber 6th, was an Aberdeen- 
Angus steer fed by Leslie 
Kirk, Newton, Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, shown here. 
The animal was purchased 
by the Penn Fruit Company, 
Philadelphia, for $1.06 a 
pound. The steer weighed 
1010 pounds. This Aberdeen- 
Angus steer was bred by 
Rolling Ridge Farms, Dan- 
boro, Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania. He was sired by Rol- 
ling Ridge Black Major R. 
and out of a Blackbird cow. 
The last year’s champion 
steer was also sired by the 
same bull. 

The reserve champion steer 
was also an Aberdeen-Angus 
and was fed by J. Earle Yer- 
kes, Jr., Doylestown, Penn- 
sylvania, Bucks County. This 
steer was bred by Makefield 
Meadows farm, Yardley, 
Bucks County. It was bought 
at the sale by the Penn Fruit 
Company at 68 cents a pound 
and weighed 1170 pounds. 

The Lehigh County champion was an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer fed by Ira Rupp, Brein- 
ingsville, and bought at the sale by C. D. 
Moyer, of Blooming Glen, Bucks County, 
for 64 cents a pound. The steer weighed 
905 pounds. 

The Montgomery County champion was a 
Hereford fed by Elwood Renninger, Frede- 
rick, and was bought at the sale by the 
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Penn Fruit Company, Philadelphia, for 50 

cents a pound, and weighed 1235 pounds. 
This sale of forty-four 4-H baby beef 

steers brought an average price of $31.49 


a hundred pounds. The Bucks County sale 
average, including the champions, with 
thirteen Aberdeen-Angus steers in the sale 
was $42.50 a hundred pounds, one of the top 
averages of the season.

It is pleasant to 
know that every member did a grand job 
and that the results of the sale were far 
above that expected by the sales committee 
or the consignors. The Northeastern 
States Sale at Rhinebeck, like the Trenton 
sale, proved to be a great success; the first 
sale held by the Pennsylvania breeders ex- 
ceeded their expectations as to cattle offer- 
ed and as to the selling price; and the 
Dutchess County sale, again broke a record, 
making it three years in a row that they 
have brought an offering that was superior 
to the past year’s consignment and three 
years in a row that the cattle sold at prices 
above the past year’s average. 

The offering of numbers of cattle, in ex- 
cess of the number offered in_ previous 
years did not lower the quality, nor did it 
tend to lessen the demand, for bidding was 
perhaps more spirited at the sales and 
prices went somewhat higher. As the fall 
season came around, the Oldfields Disper- 
sion was made and three hundred and 
eighty-six lots were offered and sold for 
more than a quarter of a million dollars, 
with a top of $25,000.00 on one bull. Such 
an event would have been impossible a few 
years ago in the east, but through the ef- 
forts of a number of breeders, who are also 
breed-promoters, that sale was possible and 
has resulted in an even greater demand for 
choice breeding stock. The private treaty 
business enjoyed by breeders has been 
noticeably better with new herds _ being 
established and older herds strengthening 
their breeding herds. 

Of particular interest is the sale of bulls. 
Good bulls were in greater demand than at 
any other time. The Eastern Regional Sale 
had two bulls selling at $6,700.00 and 
$6,000.00 and another at $5,700.00, and later 
in the year, the $25,000.00 bull, and an-

The Meat Situation

did not have such an eventuality in ming 
as a possibility because of any considera. 
tion involving undersupply but, rather, be 
cause of possible broader considerations jn- 
volving general conservation of shipping 
space for certain war uses. To win the war, 
of course, any step in any direction is de 
sirable. 

The word “substitute” suggests the word 
“ersatz” of the dictator nations. It hag no 
place in a democracy. What does have a 
place in a democracy are plans for, and 
ways of, conserving the supply of meat so 
that everybody may have meat when he 
wants it, even if sometimes he doesn’t get 
quite as much as he normally would prefer, 
or if he doesn’t get the exact cut or kind he 
normally would want. 

We know now, which we did not know 
twenty years ago, that meat occupies a vital 
place in the human diet. We know that it 
is necessary for best nutrition and health. 
The government itself and the medical 
profession have recognized this in recom- 
mendations (in the program to improve 
the nation’s health through better nutri- 
tion) that meat should be eaten daily. 

Theoretically, the thought may be ten- 
able that the nutritional values of meat

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may be supplied by other foods; that there 
are so-called “meat substitutes.” With the 
laboratory animal, controlled in the hands 
of the scientist, no difficulty might be en- 
countered in such substitution. However, 
with the rank and file of our population, it 
would be almost impossible to provide in 
nutritionally adequate quantities, through 
other food sources, what meat supplies in 
essential nutrients. 

Meat is man’s primary protein food. Its 
proteins are of highest biologic value, 
supplying all the essential amino acids in 
proper proportion for best nutrition. Meat 


is universally liked, while only a compara- 
tively small percentage of our people will 
eat, and then only occasionally, the foods 
which might be suggested as so-called sub- 
stitutes. 

The importance of this point, so far as 
national nutrition is concerned, may be 
gained from the fact that capricious ap- 
petite and food likes and dislikes have been 
mentioned by every scientific investigator 
as one of the most frequent causes of the 
sub-elinical state of nutrition, from which 
more than a third of our population is said 
by the U. S. Government to be suffering.

The 
reverse may be true. It is patriotic in war. 
time to keep healthy and in good physical 
condition. Meatless days may have a pro- 
found influence in the psychological effect 
on the public mind. Rationing to the point 
of substituting other products for meat on 
certain days would immediately begin to 
work in the negative as far as the live stock 
and meat industry is concerned and in all 
probability so far as the health of the na- 
tion is concerned. Eventually it. might well 
lead to rationing of the substitutes. All 
this should be unnecessary in this land 
where the ranches, farms, fields and or- 
chards provide food in such abundance, 
Substitution and meatless days would de- 
emphasize the important place of meat in

Hysterical substitution 
and needless curtailing of meat consump- 
tion also in the long run would tend to dis- 
rupt and demoralize one of the most im- 
portant basic industries in the United 
States—the live stock and meat industry, 
including retail outlets—in fact, the entire 
agricultural economy of the United States. 

Of course, the first duty of the American 
meat industry is to supply meat needed for 
our armed forces, and then our duty is to 
supply meat for our fighting Allies in the 
war. What is left is available for domestic 
civilian consumption. 

Now it should be remembered that this 
war is going to end some time, and when 
it ends, we in our country undoubtedly will 
have a supply of meat which will be truly 
enormous.

Finally, meat animals come to market 
seasonally, and the receipts thereof flyc- 
tuate widely from day to day, from week 
to week, and from month to month. Any 
system of cutting down consumption would 
have to take these and many other facts 
into account. 

The entire meat subject should be ap- 
proached with business-like precision; not 
through hysteria or an urge to do some- 
thing, no matter what. Technicians of the 
meat industry are glad to cooperate with 
the Foods Requirements Committee of the 
War Production Board and other branches 
of the government in an effort to devise 
constructive methods and procedures which 
will encourage the production of live stock, 
assure meat for our armed forces and our 
Allies and at the same time get into distri- 
bution all meat possible for domestic con- 
sumption. The problems are many and 
complex; but approached calmly and ration- 
ally they are capable of solution.

and Sale, but brought the highest price per 
pound ever paid in this State for a 4-H 
steer on the hoof. The animal, owned by 
14-year old Francis Dye, of Cranbury, was 
purchased and raised by young Dye at a 
cost of approximately $140.00 and went to 
the Waldorf Astoria for sixty cents a pound 
or a total of $616.80. 

The fifty-five animals led into the ring 
by 4-H showmen added 46,952 pounds of 
prime beef to the Nation’s meat supply, ac- 
cording to William C. Skelley, professor of 
animal husbandry at Rutgers University 
and general chairman of the event. The ani- 
mals were weighed under the personal su- 
pervision of Sam Christie, of the State De- 


partment of Weights and Measurements, 
and averaged 26% cents per pound. 

The reserve championship was captured 
by another Aberdeen-Angus who answers to 
the name of Blackie, a 1036-pound steer 
owned and entered by William E. Thomp- 
son, Jr., 16, of Colts Neck. Both the grand 
and reserve champion animals are “out- 
standing steers that would be conspicuous 
in any animal show,” according to Dale 
Fletcher, of Bethel Farms, Pine Plains, New 
York, who judged the entries.

Business throughout Maryland Herds very active as 


noted by Letters from many Breeders telling of the recent Sales.

IRST, a little history is necessary be- 
fore giving readers a chance to read 
the comments of Mr. Moffett relative to 

corn and corn products. Some months ago, 

there appeared in different publications 
some stories about the manufacture of 
large quantities of meat from yeast. Na- 
turally this would be some- 
what disturbing to those in- 
terested in the live stock in- 
dustry, especially to breeders 
of commercial as well as 
registered cattle. Among 
others who became somewhat 
alarmed was Mr. Dan Wight,

of Monocacy Farms, Fred- 
erick, Maryland. Not being 
the kind that sits idly by, Mr. 
Wight. wrote to Mr. Moffett, 
who has perhaps as much 
knowledge on the uses of 
corn, directly or indirectly, as most anyone 
and soon received the letter which we re- 
print here. So thanks to Mr. Wight, first 
for his interest and second for getting per- 
mission from Mr. Moffett to use the letter 
in the Journal. Naturally, our thanks go 
to Mr. Moffett, too, for his views are highly 
respected and we are naturally pleased that 
he makes the statement to the effect that 
with funds available, “people in this coun- 
try will buy all the meat the country can 
produce and that amount is determined by 
the amount of corn that can be produced.” 
However, here is Mr. Moffett’s letter: 


“Dear Mr. Wight: I am not very familiar 
with the exact situation as to making large 
quantities of meat from yeast. I can easily 
find out exactly what they are up to and 
how far they have progressed, and will let 
you know when I do. 

“With reference to the utilization of corn, 
however, I am familiar. A very consider- 
able tonnage of corn is today used for the 
manufacture of products for use by indus- 
try, as for example: the paper, cotton tex- 
tile, rayon, adhesive and explosive indus- 
tries. The corn products which these in- 
dustries use today are the starch from corn, 
or modifications of starch. The very prom- 
ising future prospects, however, lie in the 
production of materials manufactured from 
corn starch or corn starch derivatives. I 
mean totally different substances. This will 
take place probably through an intermediate 
step in which the corn starch will first be 
converted into dextrose. 

“Chemically pure dextrose can be pro- 
duced from corn starch very economically. 
From dextrose it is possible to produce by 
synthesis a great many other substances, 
such as Sorbitol, which is the first cousin 
to Glycerol, and Mannitol, which when 
nitrated is used in making safety fulminat- 
ing caps. The Atlas Powder Company are 
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at present manufacturing large quantities 
of both of these from Dextrose. It is also 
proven that tartoric acid and oxalic acid 
can be economically produced from dex- 
trose. The first of these acids has con- 
siderable future in the plastic industry. 
Numerous other substances can also be 
made. 

“The gluten of the corn, which now for 
the most part is sold for cattle or poultry 
feed, is now in increasing quantities used 
for the raw material of the manufacture of 
Zein which has very important uses in the 
paper, adhesive, electrical and plastic in- 
dustries. 

“My own company is carrying on a very 
intensive Research and Development Pro- 
gram with a staff of, I believe very com- 
petent men and I think well organized for 
the purpose of developing all possible pro- 
jects, derivatives or synthesis, based on 
corn, and we are at present in the develop- 
ment stage of a number of promising pro- 
jects. Some of the other companies in our 
industry are doing likewise. In addition to 
that the Industry jointly is financing 
‘through the Corn Industry Research Foun- 
dation fundamental research in the Col- 
leges on problems of interest to the In-

cattle and the willingness of buyers to pay 
a higher price for them than they did in 
1942. This was true throughout the coun- 
try, but even so Ohio breeders have a right 
to be proud of their 1943 record. During 
the summer, in fact, the first sale of the 
fall season was held at Urbana on August 
12th. Again breeders made a point of con- 
signing well bred cattle to this event and 
they were not at all disappointed in the re- 
turns, for the sale averaged almost $650.00 
on seventy-six lots, making a gross of near- 
ly $50,000.00 and that’s not exactly loose 
change. In October Hugh White made a 
dispersion sale that made the fine average 
of more than $550.00 and a gross take of 
more than $40,000.00 and again that’s fold- 
ing money, too. 

The annual meeting to be held on Jan- 
uary 25th is an event that every Ohio 
breeder and certainly every Ohio associa- 
tion member should attend. It is the time 
and place for discussion of Ohio’s associa- 
tion affairs, it should be and is the time 
when the business plans for 1944 are dis- 
cussed and where ideas may be expressed 
for the benefit of the organization. Since 
the association is the sponsor of the state 
sales, the state show and other means of 
promoting the breed, all breeders should 
voice their ideas toward still improving an 
organization that has been making rapid 
strides and certainly one that has helped to 
build business for breeders throughout. the 
state.

The following Report on Activities in Mercer County, Illinois, proves 
again the Assertion that the Journal has so often made to the effect 
that there is no Limit as to what can be accomplished through these 
Local, District and State Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associations; read 
what Secretary Hugh McWhorter says and be Convinced. Then get 
Your Breeders together and Organize to Promote a Sound Business.

reader accompanying our advertise- 

ment in the December issue, it was 
then planned to devote this space this 
month presenting in detail the sales made 
through our County Association during the 
past year. Needless to now say that the 
many visits paid us under existing regula- 
tions were all appreciated and enjoyed by 
our many breeders; and we wish at this 
time to invite the return of each and all of 
you, with the hope conditions will allow 
them under less trying restrictions than 
now prevail. We have received many let- 
ters expressing the satisfaction with which 
our cattle have been received in their new 
homes, and can only hope that those from 
which no word has been received, have 
proven equally satisfactory. 


Among the earliest sales was that of five 
bred heifers from the Paul J. Graham herd 
to Mr. A. H. Stubbs, Edwardsville, Illinois. 
These were his initial purchases, which lat- 
er were enlarged to include several top se- 
lections from several sales that he later at- 
tended. This first group all sold safe in 
calf to Blackcap Evident, the son of Prince 
Evident of Sunbeam that topped the young- 
er bulls sold in our March 1942 saie. He 
reported all calved within a week’s time. 
Mr. Stubbs returned at the time of our 
spring sale and selected from that offering 
a son of the $3500.00 Effileenmere to head 
his herd, that was regarded by many as the 
choice of those sold by Mr. Morgan; at the 
same time he added two Queen Mother cows 
with heifer calves at foot, one of these cows 
being a daughter of Prince Evident of Sun- 
beam from a daughter of the $30,000.00 im- 
ported Perinthian, the 1920 International 
grand champion bull. 

Mr. C. A. Knutson, Steward, Illinois, has 
the distinction of being our year’s largest 
purchaser in point of numbers purchased 
either personally or by those who accom- 
panied him here. It has now been several 
years since he paid the county its first visit, 
and he has developed a considerable busi- 
ness in his district; largely replacing dairy 
herds with registered Aberdeen-Angus. On 
his first trip this year he selected from the 
Greenview herd a son of Effileenmere, this 
a Queen Mother from the daughter of Per- 
inthian, that was the dam of the heifer pur- 
chased by Mr. Stubbs in our spring sale— 
we really thought him to be quite a calf, 
and he says that after a poor start he has 
developed into a top herd sire. At this same 
time he purchased eight heifer calves from 
the T. L. Gustafson herd, these all daugh- 
ters of Bank Nite, a son of Eminence of St. 
Albans. <A short time later six heifer 
calves were bought from the Robert Fuller 
herd, one from the H. L. Thornton herd and 
one from Greenview. At this time he was 
accompanied by Messers. Hall and Tilton, 
Rochelle, Illinois, who also selected a son 
of Effileenmere as a herd sire for their new 
herd, this a Barbara from the herd of G. A. 


A S NOTED in the rather abbreviated 
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Morgan & Sons; eleven bred heifers, eight 
from the R..C. Johnston herd and three 
from the H. L. Thornton herd, with a cow 
and calf from the Paul J. Graham herd was 
their foundation selection. 

This fall yet another truck load found its 
way to the Knutson farm; in it were five top 
cows from the N. H. Mueller herd, all with 
heifer calves at foot; two cows from the 
Batson Estate, two heifers from the herd 
of Myron Mayhew, a name known to all 
Hampshire breeders, and one heifer was 
included by Milo Sheats. His fourth trip 
was at the time of our fall sale when sev- 
eral additional selections were made. 


Mr. C. H. Reynolds & Son, of Her-Mel 
Farms, Milford, Michigan, were other buy- 
ers who after considerable driving made 
what they say has proven a most satisfact- 
ory selection. He says that after attend- 
ing some later sales that he really thought 
he should send down some more money and 
consider the cost price as a down payment. 
Nearly ruined a good trucker for me by 
sending him some more money because he 
took such an interest in getting the ship- 
ment through in good condition; this after 
all the Mercer County breeders had ganged 
up on him for several years getting his 
price down—however we could agree po- 
litically, and the trucker still hauls for us. 
As to the cattle that went to Her-Mel Farms 
there were eight daughters of El-leenmere 
from the herd of Felix A. Brown & Son, 
and two daughters of Burgess Mariner 
from Dr. R. C. Johnston, all had a thick- 
ness of flesh that he demanded, and a rug- 
ged sort that should make a uniform group 
of cows. At the same time he purchased 
two Evergreen heifers from D. L. Heck for 
Bruce Collins, Utica, Michigan. Mr. Reyn- 
olds offered Glen Morgan $750.00 for a Bal- 
lindalloch Georgina daughter of Prince 
Evident of Sunbeam, but he was not to be 
tempted, and could not even be induced to 
price her, but it was not bad for a starter 
for a heifer calf. 

Mr. C. L. Hardwick’s recognition of Mer- 
cer County as a suitable buying field has 
several times been demonstrated, and his 
manager, Joe Keefauver, is always a most 
welcome visitor—some day we hope to be 
honored with a visit from Mr. Hardwick 
himself. This year’s shipment makes at 
least four we have made to Hardwick 
Farms, and personally, I enjoy Joe’s report 
on the success he has had with his pur- 
chases from Greenview as much as those on 
any cattle ever to have left our farm. The 
story of Hardwickmere 6th, Hardwickmere 
9th, and Hardwick’s Barbara is known to all 
students of the breed; their dam, Barbara 
34th of Greenview was in their initial ship- 
ment as was the granddam of Hardwick- 
mere 34th which they sold this year to 
Eastways Farms for $2600.00. Twenty-

Por MONTH of JANUARY, 1944 
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HERE is always danger that war hys- 

teria will cause basic principles to be 

overlooked or ignored. Too much em- 
phasis, therefore, cannot be given to the 
fact that the basic principles underlying 
successful wartime beef production are the 
same of those of successful peacetime beef 
production. The nutritive requirements of 
beef cattle are the same in war as in peace; 
the physiology of digestion is unchanged; 
and the laws of heredity still operate. 

If a particular system of beef production 
is adapted to a given farm in peacetime it 
is also likely to be suited to it in wartime. 
For the adaptability of beef production 
methods and practices is determined by 
such things as rainfall, soil, kinds and 
amounts of crops grown, ability of the 
operator, and the ease with which live 
stock projects can be financed. Most of 
these factors are unchanged by wartime 
conditions although certain modifications or 
adjustments may be necessary temporarily 
in order to obtain maximum meat produc- 
tion throughout the entire country. Yet 
even so, it is important to remember that 
the basic principles concerned with the 
breeding, feeding and management of beef 
cattle are not abrogated by the exigencies 
of war, nor are local adaptations and needs 
with reference to systems and methods of 
beef production changed by mere opinions 
and official directives. 

It is true, of course, that economic adjust- 
ments resulting from the all-out war effort 
are creating new problems for everyone. 
These adjustments are of particular signifi- 
cance to live stock producers because of the 
high production goals set for 1943. The 
farmers and stockmen of the United States 
have been asked to boost the combined out- 
put of beef, veal, pork and lamb to 25 bil- 
lion, 200 million pounds of meat. This goal 


represents an increase of 16.8 per cent over 
1942 production. It is important to remem- 
ber in this connection that in 1942, cattle 
slaughter increased 13 per cent over 1941; 
hog slaughter increased 16 per cent; and 
sheep and lamb slaughter increased 19 per 
cent. 

These goals emphasize the fact that meat 
is vital in our war effort. The average man 
in the Service eats one pound of meat per

And with meat ra- 
tioning already in operation, it is obvious 
that this demand cannot be taken care of 
even if 1943 production goals are attained. 
As a matter of fact, very favorable condi- 
tions must prevail if these high production 
goals are reached. The United States has 
had six consecutively good crop years.

: No such encouragement has been or is 
likely to be in the picture for the cattle 
feeder who usually handles long-fed cattle 
of the better grades. Maximum profits in 
feeding for the duration probably will not 
be made by feeding good to choice cattle 
for long periods. An increasing proportion 
of the grain available for fattening live 
stock during the war will have to be fed 
to hogs instead of cattle. 

It has always been the part of wisdom to 
study the feed situation in the light of im- 
portant factors in the cattle market, and 
that is doubly true nowadays when it is vi- 
tally important that every pound of feed be 
used where it will contribute most to the 
war effort. If cattle feeders proceed on 
this basis, most of them will find it to their 
advantage as well as in the national inter- 
est to produce beef with a minimum of 
grain and a maximum of roughage and 


grass. 

In most sections of Nebraska, as in Kan- 
sas, the production of grass and roughage 
is influenced less than is grain production 
by weather conditions and market fluctua- 
tions. In the past, large amounts of rough- 
age and grass and only limited amounts of 
grain have characterized beef production 
methods in this area. Since maximum ef-

Good pastures, both permanent and temp. 
orary, are rich in protein and deserve spec. 
ial attention at this time. In fact, the liye 
stock producer should recognize that effic. 
ient live stock production is dependent upon 
efficient crop production and approved 
farming methods. The meat supply of a 
farm can be short of its goal if lax crop. 
ping methods are followed. 

The fats and oils situation and price ceil- 
ings on beef each tend to narrow the price 
spread between the top and lower grades of 
beef. Really choice and prime beef consti- 
tute a luxury that consumers will have to 
get along without for the duration. Hov- 
ever, cattle feeders and cow herd owners 
should not ignore quality in _ these times, 
Quality cattle are much thicker-fleshed than 
the plain sorts and as a consequence are 
fatter at an early age and after having been 
fed less grain than common cattle. 

Most ecattlemen are perfectly willing to 
have their business regulated in order to 
help win the war. They realize fully, how- 
ever, that it is often very difficult to make 
sudden adjustments in the cattle business 
without losing money. Uncertainty con- 
cerning governmental policies do not help 
in reaching production goals. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that whenever regulations 
are made, cognizance will be taken of the 
fact that beef cattle enterprises require 
months and in some instances a year or 
more to be completed. 

It will be necessary for live stock produe- 
ers to make adjustments with reference to 
the farm labor situation. It will take care- 
ful planning to meet this situation. A char- 
itable and cooperative attitude should be 
maintained toward the efforts of govern- 
mental agencies that are working on this 
problem: yet one should be quick to crit- 
cize impractical measures and feel free to 
offer suggestions that will help. It is im- 
portant also, to recognize the fact that 
managerial requirements become more eX 
acting as labor becomes less efficient. 

Feeding silage and other roughage once 
daily instead of twice daily; self-feeding 
grain instead of hand-feeding; branding, 
castrating, dehorning and vaccinating 
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cattlemen will get along with less labor. 
In some instances, it may be necessary 4 
a last resort to abandon temporarily Prov 
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ample, ed off by cattle instead 
have to pong wag vl or even cut for 
of ee. Less gain will be produced per acre, 
f this will not be particularly import- 
but ee vided large amounts of roughage are 
ant ele The total beef production of a 
er oa remain the same even though 
paren We gains per acre are not obtained 
pi a change such as this is made. This 
will not be true, of course, in years when 
bm roughage supply is short. 

4s cattlemen, we should recognize that 
some jobs are more important than others 

d that when a choice must be made 
reais jobs should have priority. Viewed 
in this light it may be possible to reach live 
stock production goals, but the farm prem- 
ises may not be kept as tidy, fence rows 
may not be as clean, nor buildings kept in 
as good repair or as well painted as we 
should like to have them. 

Beef cattle production not only should be 
geared to the war effort but it should be 
carried on in such a way as to make it 
easier to cushion whatever shocks may come 
with post-war readjustments. No one 
knows, of course, what adjustments will 
have to be made after the war. It is almost 
certain, however, that cattle numbers will 
be at an all-time peak at the close of the 
war. Then, too, the possibility of increased 
competition both from producers in the 
United States and in South America should 
be taken into account. It would seem good 
business for cattlemen to shape up their 
operations during this period in such a way 
as to help them weather whatever readjust- 
ments may come. Fortunately this can be 
done without affecting the cattleman’s con- 
tribution to the war effort. Some of the

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there was little activity in the state in re- 
gards of the promotion of Aberdeen-Angus. 
The majority of all the registered live stock 
was found on small farms and the men 
were working independently in promoting 
their own herds. If they did little else they 
did furnish better seed stock to their neigh- 
bors and furnished a great number of bet- 
ter herd sires to the commercial men. 

These small breeders realized that often 
they sold animals from the herd that did 
not bring their true value, but as individ- 
ual breeders they were not in a position to 
demand higher prices, realizing that the 
small herds did not offer enough induce- 
ment to attract visiting buyers from any 
great distance. 

I know of one breeder, in particular, who 
was letting buyers take the pick of the calf 
crop each year at one hundred dollars a 


head. This was as late as three years ago. 
Since that time a local organization was 
formed near his home and his first cattle 
sold at auction averaged better than three 
hundred dollars a head, three times what 
he had been getting at private treaty. 

The establishment of the first county as- 
sociations made breeders all over the state 
conscious for the first time that they could 
well afford to start similar groups in their 
own area. They realized that the value of 
Missouri bred cattle at auction was higher 
than the prices they were selling cattle for 
at the farm at private treaty. This was the 
opportunity they had been long awaiting, 
the opportunity to sell a few of their bet- 
t2r bred cattle and rest assured that the 
buying power would be on hand to make 
their good cattle bring their true worth.

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The Chickasha 


This is a Story about a Group of Six Heifers, and One 
Heifer in particular. It is a Story that could have been 
told early last spring and even then would have brought 
considerable attention to the Chickasha Future Farmers 
Club of America and to Mr. Earl Lake, prominent Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeder, of Creston, lowa, but the telling of 
this story at the present time makes it possible to tell a 
complete, or nearly complete, story on the Six Young 
Heifers that were purchased from the Earl Lake Herd.

T WAS early in the year 1948, presum- 
[ any late in May, or early in June, that 

Andy Duffle, Vocational Agriculture In- 
structor of the Chickasha Future Farmer 
Chapter, and three of his boys made a trip 
to Creston, Iowa, to visit Mr. Earl Lake. 

Lake is a former Future Farmer of 
America who has since graduated to a full 
fledged present day tiller of the soil with 
two hundred and forty acres of good grass 
and farm land near Creston, and a small 
herd of good breeding cattle to place him 
in the category as a registered live stock 
breeder. 

The visit paid at this time to the Lake 
herd was not the first visit -by the Chick- 
asha boys, for they had fed and shown sev- 
eral animals from the Lake herd, and, 
knowing that the record of cattle of this 
breeding had done well for them they were 
back to select some heifers for their 1943 
projects. 

The past record made by the Lake cattle 
in Grady County runs like this: In 1942 
Jesse Spencer fed a Lake steer sired by 
Queen Lady C.’s Envoy that won six second 
prizes and one grand championship award 
in the seven times the animal was exhibited.

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another Chickasha calf owned by Paul 
Ferguson, and the 1943 Southwest Junior 
Live Stock Show held at Oklahoma City 
-~where the Lake calf sold for thirty-five 
cents a pound. 

In 1941 a half brother to the heifer out 
of Queen Lady C.’s Envoy was grand 
champion steer of the Junior Division of 
the Illinois State Fair, Springfield, Illinois. 
Two days later the same steer was made 
grand champion of the open class. At the 
International Live Stock Exposition in Chi- 
cago the Lake steer stood second in his 
class and a month later at the Producers’ 
Live Stock Show in St. Louis the same 
steer was grand champion of the show and 
sold in that. auction for fifty-five cents a 
pound. 

While present at the Lake herd last 
spring Andy and his boys selected five 
weaned heifers and steer calf that were to 
be fitted for the fall shows. At the same 
time Mr. Lake presented the boys with a 
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gift heifer from the Chickasha Chapter 
said, “I used to be a club smalar a 
and bought steers each year to feed out for 
the shows. During the depression steer 
feeding was not very profitable, so in 1933 
instead of buying two steer calves to feed | 
purchased two registered heifers, bought a 
good bull and started my herd from there. 
I have culled the herd carefully each year 
and now have seventeen good top cows, The 
Chickasha F. F. A. has done a lot to adver- 
tise my herd and to show people that my 
cattle really do finish out well. So, with 
this in mind, I want to present the Chick. 
asha F. F. A. Chapter with this eight 
months old heifer which I consider the best 
heifer in my herd this year.” 

This gift heifer was accepted and taken 
back to Chickasha where it was formally 
presented to the Chapter at a picnic at 
Shannon Springs Park. The presentation 
ceremony was well attended and shown on 
this page is a picture of the gift heifer be 
ing accepted by the local Chapter. 

The five heifers that were purchased 
were all half sisters to this gift heifer. Two 
of these were purchased by Robert Sam- 
son, his were twin heifers Blackbird Judy 
L. 625684 and Blackbird Jane L. 62568, 
these two heifers stood second and third at 
the Grady County Fair and were second 
and fourth at the Oklahoma State Fair; one 
of the other heifers was purchased by S.I. 
McElhoes, an Aberdeen-Angus breeder neat 
Chickasha. This heifer was not fitted for 
show. The remaining two heifers purchased 
from Mr. Lake went to Horace J. Duffle, 
Hirdsboro, Illinois, neither of these heifers 
were fitted for show but were bred and put 
in with four other Aberdeen-Angus heifers 
that he had purchased the year before. 
This is the foundation stock for Horace 
Duffle’s new herd and as you may have 
guessed Andy and Horace are brothers.

OR SEVERAL YEARS, Senator J. S. 

Burgin, of Buena Vista, Georgia, has 

operated a herd of commercial Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. The herd apparently 
earned a profit for him on his farm and in 
1942 he made his first purchases of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus females. To form 
the nucleus for the breeding herd, he visited 
French Broad Farms and selected sixteen 
head of cattle, all carrying the blood of 
Perinthian, the 1920 International grand 
champion and of Idolmere, the 1919 In- 
ternational grand champion, both of which 
bulls were in service in the French Broad 
Farms’ herd which was located at Dan- 
dridge, Tennessee. 


With some other members of his family, 
Senator Burgin was in attendance at the 
recent sale held at Atlanta, Georgia, and 
sponsored by the Southeastern Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association. There were 
offered quite a few very well bred and very 
good individuals, and when the right kind 
came into the sales ring, the Buena Vista 
senator was a bidder. After the selling was 
done, nine head had been added to the Buena 
Vista Stock Farms’ herd. Two of the fe- 
males were from Ames Plantation and are

| Suppose when You consider the Number of Regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus Cattle plus all the Everyday 
Aberdeen-Angus found in these United States, you 
might say that the Type found in these Blacks is

all cattle are all kept for the same 

purpose; namely, to eat up feed and 
convert this feed into beefsteak, stew, 
standing rib roast, and the like to feed 
hungry citizens. Still and all, you’ll find 
considerable variation in the outward ap- 
pearance of these doddies, which fact ap- 
plies equally to other colors such as you find 
in the tribes Hereford and Shorthorn. 

I say you find wide variations in type, 
and I can prove it although I can neither 
prove that it’s wrong or should be changed. 
For example, you can scare up mature bulls 
weighing over a ton and you can find ma- 
ture bulls weighing around a_ thousand, 
both in the same degree of flesh. You'll 
see bulls about so long of leg and others 
more so.

A great many breeders iose precious 
sleep worrying over just what the ideal 
type is and also over how to produce it. 
Suppose then we consider some of the most 
glaring variations and—how come? 

The two most common descriptions round 
behind the barn, perhaps are “pony type” 
and “horsey type”. Anyone with average 
eqestrian knowledge will recognize the 
implications of these terms. 

The pony type, I fear, is becoming far 
too popular, especially in the show ring. 
Every breeder knows what they’re like and 
what the evils of this type are. You’ll see 
them come waddling into the show ring, 
fat as pigs, grunting, and walking spraddle- 
legged. Generally, they’re about belly-but- 
ton high, plump and sleek as a pound of 
country butter, and shining like a pair of 
cheap button shoes. More times than not, 
especially with the younguns, they’re milk 
fat—having been made so with a foster- 
mother of the Holstein tribe. They’re ex- 
tremely short of leg, small shanked and

The little pony darlings can’t stand 
the grind. 

Some wonder just why the pony type 
and where they came from. There are two 


feeds. 


obvious reasons for them. First, they’re 
purty. Second, consumer demand for beef 
has changed in recent years (war demand 
discounted), making the most desirable beef 
in a steer weighing a thousand pounds or 
thereabouts at slaughter. Quality has been, 
in the last few years, absolutely essential. 
The trouble is that too much of this small- 
sized quality idea has been carried over into 
the breeding stock. No, now dern it, I didn’t 
say you wanted to forget about quality! 
What I was getting around to is that you 
can as easily have quality in big cattle as 
you can in runts. I know a breed of hogs, 
for example, that came near being wiped 
off the map because breeders carried the 
quality, quick-fattening idea too far in their 
breeding stock. Back in the early 1900’s, 
breeders of Poland China hogs developed 
the so-called “hot blood” hog. They were 
_ little, fat and pudgy. Cob-roller type they 
were called. They’d fatten at most any age 
or weight, but they proved un-prolific, too 
dainty, and absolutely unprofitable for the 
slop-on-the-britches hog feeder. Fortunate- 
ly for the breed, a few hard-headed farmer 
breeders recognized their faults, refused to 
have anything to do with the little fellows, 
and were able to save the breed by sticking 
to the philosophy, “as long as you sell 
pounds, breed pounds”, 

Beef cattle breeders could easily make a 
similar mistake. The pony type will never 
do. In beef cattle you simply cannot carry

the reduction in bone, size, and substance 
too far. You’ll lose the practical value of 
growth and pounds of gain in relation to 
feed consumption. 

The other extreme, of course, is what’s 
commonly known as the “horsey” type. 
You’ll see a few at the shows, but not many. 
When they do show up they get the gate, 
or wallow around at the tail end of the 
class, which is exactly where they belong. 
The cows develop that tail-end spread at an 
early age and never lose it. Their hips 
stick out like this, there are big pones of 
tallow rolled up over their ribs, and much 
more hovering over their tails. They’re 
long, loose, and gutty. The bulls are one- 
half shoulder, head, and neck; three-eighths 
middle and legs, and one-eighth hind quar- 
ter. They’re awful. They’re big alright, 
and eat—say, a bale of hay is only an ap- 
petizer! 

Of course, the trouble here is that beef 
cattle, for the most part, are to eat, not 
work—the ox is of little value nowadays. 
Steers produced from this type will grow 
fast and furiously. They’ll weigh a thou- 
sand in no time, but at that weight they’re 
all hide, bone, shank, head, and tail. You’ll 
get one fat at about 1800, and of course the 
fat’s on where the mother’s was and in the 
same way. This type went out with bustles, 
but a few breeders are still fuddy-duddying 
around with them. 

All right, you have the two extremes: 
the pee-wee and the big load of slabs. Some- 
where in between is right, and fortunately 
the majority of beef cattle breeders recog- 
nize it. No two breeders or judges will 
agree exactly, but the general specifications 
adhered to by the more progressive are sim- 
ilar. For the life of me, I don’t know what 
a mature bull or cow should weigh; so much 
depends on degree of fatness, age, and how 
far they’re tied from the feed box. For 
what it’s worth, I’ll say that the ideal 
should approach the horsey type in size, 
but have the smoothness of the pony type. 

We emphasize short legs, short bodies, 
short middles, and short necks. No doubt 
these are absolutely right, but I’m convinc- 
ed you can reach the extreme in all. It’s pos- 
sible, I think, to breed cattle with literally no 
legs at all. Yes, sir, bellies that actually 
drag the ground. I can see no practical or 
economical value in such. The modern cat- 
tle for the most part have legs, short 
aplenty. Extreme shortness of legs could 
conceivably cause lack of growth and 
ruggedness. After all, cattle are, or should 
be, grown—for the most part—on pasture. 
They must travel some, anyhow. 

I’ll probably be called a fool, but I be- 
lieve an animal’s neck can be too short, and 
even his body too short. On the neck ques- 
tion, for example, time and again I’ve seen 
the best breeding cows pointed out in herds. 
Cows that were mothers of champions and 
herd additions. More times than not these 
cows have relatively thin, medium length 
necks, effeminate in every respect about 
their fronts. In females, especially, extreme 
shortness of neck, and extreme shortness 
and width of head in a great many cases is 
associated with coarseness. Common sense 
warns that too much shortness of middle is 
not most conducive to feeding capacity, 
breeding capacity, and profitable produc- 
tion. 

In considering type, most of us have a 
very difficult time in distinguishing be- 
tween good type and fat. I can’t resist 
putting in my two cents’ worth about over- 
fitting of breeding cattle. Mind you, I said 
over-fitting. There’s not one _ breeder, 
judge, or teacher in a thousand who does 
not recognize and agree that show ring 
standards demand too high fitting for cat- 
tle. Yet it’s the hardest evil in the world 


to kick out. The breeder s

At the 1948 National Sale and Show in 
Chicago, Michigan cattle made an excellent 
record. Both in the show and in the sale 
that followed they placed and sold well 
above the general average of the event as 
a whole.

Mr. Carlton W. Corbin sold Craven’s 
Revolution Bonnie -66751- to Mr. Lee Koen, 
Houston, Texas, for $3,000.00. The price 
paid for this heifer was the second top of 
the sale in which she was purchased, but it 
was also one of the best prices paid for a 
heifer this year. When Craven’s Revolution 
Bonnie was sold for $3,000.00 she became 
the first Canadian bred heifer (as far as I 
know) to sell for that price since Blackbird 
of Glencarnock 5th sold for the same price 
at a sale at Brandon, Manitoba, on July 
27th, 1920, after she had been made grand 
champion female of the Brandon Exhibition 
of that year. There is a good story behind 
the production of Craven’s Revolution Bon- 
nie and I feel sure that Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal readers will be interested in it. 


Mr. Kenneth Holt, Craven, Saskatchewan, 
was the breeder of this grand heifer. He 
lives a few miles north of the city of Re- 
gina on the banks of the Qu’Appelle valley 
and is really a new comer among leading 
breeders. The Canadian herd books show 
that Mr. Holt registered his first cattle in 
1937, only six years ago. The same record 
shows that the first bull he used was Prince 
Val of Brock -49031-, bred by Mr. E. E. 
Clendenning, Brock, Saskatchewan, and sir- 
ed by Middlebrook Prince 60th -43227-, 
from the herd of the late Mr. John Lowe, 
Elora, Ontario. This bull comes from the 
strain of cattle which produced the great 
Middlebrook Prince 33d well known to all 
breeders who were familiar with the breed- 
ing of the Glenelg herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle which was dispersed last spring.

PLEASES AT GREAT WESTERN. 


Rhapsody in black! 

It’s always been predominantly a Here- 
ford show—just as the West has long been 
predominantly a Hereford country—but the 
threat of invasion of the whiteface domain 
echoed throughout Los Angeles Union Stock 
Yards on Monday afternoon, November 
29th, as the Aberdeen-Angus breed took the 


center stage at the Great Western Live 
Stock Show. 

There were admirers a-plenty at the ring- 
side, including jovial Frank Morgan of ra- 
dio and screen fame, and others of the Hol- 
lywood sector. Nor were the ranchers absent 
in the throng which gathered to acclaim the 
shining blacks as class after class was plac- 
ed by Judge Alex McDonald of the Univers- 
ity of California. Mrs. Kernick Smith, sec- 
retary of the recently organized Pacific 
Coast Aberdeen-Angus Association, was on 
hand to act as clerk for the show and every 
evidence was to be seen that the black cattle 
have made a great stride in popularity since 
the Great Western of a year ago. 

In the championship divisions, the show 
turned out to be a duel between one of the 
old established herds of the country and one 
of the more recent breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus. The Rosemere herd of Otto V. Bat- 
tles, hailing from Yakima, Washington, and 
Maquokota, Iowa, gathered in both grand 
and reserve championships in the female 
division while the All-Hollows Farm herd 
of Jack Conway, Pacific Palisades, Califor- 
nia, took grand and reserve championships 
in the bull classes. 

It was singular in his connection with 
these two great herds that the bull Queen- 
all 2d should have been made grand cham- 
pion of the Aberdeen-Angus show. Queenall 
2d was sold by Mr. Conway for $1500.00, to 
the Rosemere herd at Yakima last spring 
when the Pacific Coast Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders held their first annual sale at Galt, 
California. Mr. Conway considered him the 
greatest son of his bull Prizemere 481st, but 
to have used him further in the herd would 
have meant inbreeding.

EW SHOWS in the country today or 

during peace time, have as much com- 

petitive spirit as can be witnessed at a 
Louisville Fat Stock Show, usually held in 
November at the Bourbon Yards in Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. It is somewhat of an un- 
written law that the main goal at which to 
shoot each year for Kentucky Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders is to be the breeder of the 
Louisville grand champion steer. 


The steer must be a good one to win the 
show, in fact it must be an outstanding 
steer. I know of no exhibition of individual 
steers where either the steers or the boys 
handling the steers take as much punish- 
ment as they do at Louisville, Kentucky. 
Just a few years ago, I recall the judging 
of the individual steers when the boys had 
their steers on the cement paving for all of 
three hours before the judges had made 
their decision. And with four and five 
judges working together, the steers go 
through a lot of handling. A boy must 
have as much stamina as a steer to be able 
to keep the calf looking his best for a period 
of time as long as this, and few steers are 
accustomed to standing for that length of 
time. But it does take a steer with breed- 
ing and background and stamina to be look- 
ing the part of a champion when the judges 
finally make up their minds as to the win- 
ner. 


I do not know for sure, but in recent 
years at least, all the champions and cham- 
pion loads at Louisville have been Aber- 
deen-Angus. It has come to be a matter of 
course that a Black steer will win that 
show. It is one of the few shows where

Three regional sales, the Eastern at Tren- 
ton, New Jersey; the North Central at Val- 
ley City, North Dakota; and the Southern 
at Montgomery, Alabama, were sponsored 
by the Association in cooperation with 
groups of state associations. The Eastern 
Regional had 113 head which sold for an 
average of $1054. The North Central had 
107 head which sold for an average of $450. 
The Southern Regional had 88 cattle which 
averaged $385. A regional sale has been 
scheduled for each of these points for 1944, 
and requests for regional sales in other 
areas have also been received. The region- 
al sales, in contrast to the National Sale, 
aim not only to offer top cattle, but also 
to meet the demands of every type of buyer 
and every pocketbook. 

Breed promotion sales, in which cattle 
were taken into underdeveloped Aberdeen- 
Angus territory, were held at Moultrie and 
Vidalia, Georgia; Galt, California; and Pen- 
dleton, Oregon. These, in every case, were 
a success and did much to increase interest 
in what appears to be splendid fields for 
Aberdeen-Angus development. Since the 
close of the fiscal year, two more sales of 
this type were held, one in Georgia on No- 
vember 1, and the other in Montana on the 
17th of November.

Long time and successful breeder and showman, former owner 
of the famous Tierra Alta Herd of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle, a 
pioneer Herd in Texas, writes concerning the breed in the 
Lone Star State. Outlook in Texas indicates broadening demand

* BERDEEN-ANGUS cattle have been 
fairly well established, in what we 
might term the San Angelo country. 

In the nineties Sol Mayer and brother had 
on the T-half Circle Ranch in Sutton Coun- 
ty, both registered and commercial 
herds, which were well known in this 
part of Texas at that time. The late 
D. C. Ogden, of Fort McKavitt, had 
also registered and commercial 
herds, and the late John Kennedy, 
a brother of the well known Scotch 
breeder, James Kennedy, of Doon- 
holm, Scotland, also had a commer- 
cial and registered herd. 

After the writer and his father, 
the late Sam H. Hill, moved their 
herd of registered and commercial 
cattle from Kerr County, Texas, to 
the San Angelo country, and bought 
the John Kennedy registered herd. 
The D. C. Ogden herd of commercial 
cattle was sold to Bob Flutch who 
still carried on this herd of cattle 
near Fort McKavitt, Texas. In 1924 
Mr. Flutch sold part of this herd 
to Jackson Brothers and R. C. 
DeLong. In 1929 these cattle were 
divided, and Mr. DeLong now carries 
on his ranch in Tom Green County 
about 200 high class commercial 
cows. The Jackson Brothers cattle 
have increased by purchase and nor- 
mal increase in the original stock, 
until they are now running 2000 
breeding cows on four different 
ranches. Their plans are to replace 
the Hereford cattle on two other 
ranches with Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

In 1927 Mr. Jess Koy started a 
good herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle which 
for several years prior to this purchase had 
been kept up to standard, whereby the corn 
belt feeders would always buy his calves. 
We have in this country a lot of other herds 
of cattle where men are breeding them from 
anywhere, and a few months ago and espec- 
ially one herd of my own knowledge, start- 
ed thirty-five years ago on Shorthorn cows. 
I do not want to appear in this article as 
boasting about what I did for the breed, but 
can hardly write of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
without mentioning the fact that nearly all 
of the old herds in existence now bought 
bulls from Tierra Alta Ranch. 

In 1938 within a radius of 125 miles from 
San Angelo, there were not over ten breed- 
ers of commercial Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
owning approximately 2500 breeding cows. 
In this same territory today there are about 
13,000 females owned by forty-eight breed- 
ers. Since 1938 there have been brought 
into this territory and established four reg- 
istered herds, comprising about 350 regis- 
tered cattle. These are the Tommy Brook 
cattle at Brady, Texas; H. E. McCullough, 
of San Angelo, Texas; Jack Canning, of 
Eden, Texas; and G. A. Spiser, of Eden, 
Texas. 

In 1938 Tommy Brook bought the com- 
mercial herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle own- 
ed by my brother-in-law, the late H. P. 
Malloy, and myself. These cattle were all 
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absolutely pure bred, sired by registered 
bulls and out of registered cows. In Septem- 
ber 1939 these cattle were sold to John Buie, 
of Millersview, which he is keeping up to 
the standard by using as good bulls as any-

The H. E. McCullough reg- 
istered herd was started with 
the purchase of twenty-three 
cows from Mr. Brook and 
forty-five yearling heifers 
bred by A. H. Schmidt &

of these were Herefords; 
forty-five were Aberdeen- 
Angus and seven were Short- 
horns. 

In the junior feeding con- 
test 451 calves were led out 
before the judges with the 185 
young people from Illinois 
showing 271 head of them; 
Indiana’s seventy young 
people brought out a total of 
112 head of calves; while 
Iowa rested in third place 
with thirty-five head shown 
by thirty-one exhibitors. 

Down in the feeder pens were compound- 
ed eight loads of Hereford calves; nine 
loads of Aberdeen-Angus calves and three 
loads of Shorthorns. The Journal has nev- 
er been able quite to figure out why Chi- 
cago is not a good place to show feeder cat- 
tle. One thing certain they would be deliv- 
ered near the center of feeding activities 
which in itself should be more or less of an 
inducement to buyers. We are of the 
opinion that a strong showing, well adver- 
tised would prove Chicago to be a splendid 
center for the showing of feeders. 

Of the 2,394 cattle entries, 1440 head 
were found in the carlot fat cattle pens; 400 
head in the feeder carlots; 103 head in the 
individual open classes, and 451 head in the 
individual junior feeding section. As a 
show place the sheds at the yards are not 
to be compared with the fine arena in the 
big International judging pavilion and we 
shall be happy when this old favorite court 
of appeals will again be available for the 
purpose for which it was built. So let’s 
feed ’em good and hasten the day when we 
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will finish off this world war and get back 
to our accustomed quarters. Next winter 
might bring more bad weather.

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Post War Planning 


For Live Stock Shows, an address delivered Nov. 
30, 1943, before the Annual Meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Fairs and Expositions at Hotel

Sherman, Chicago. This is an important message 
By ELLIS McFARLAND, Secretary-Treasurer. 


Knowing that my personal opinion on 
what our live stock shows would be like fol- 
lowing the war would carry only the weight 
of one man familiar with one breed, it oc- 
curred to me that one of the ways to get the 
best possible answers to questions concern- 
ing this most important problem affecting 
the pure bred live stock industry would be 
to contact each of the sixty-five breed asso- 
ciation secretaries and get their reaction. 
Then by tabulating their answers, I felt 
that this would give us a cross section view- 
point of the respective breeds from the 
most reliable source of information. That 
survey has been completed and this paper 
represents the combined viewpoints of these 
sixty-five well known authorities. 

The first question that I asked was: “Do 
you think all of the leading fairs will be 
resumed after the war?” 

Every secretary gave an affirmative 
answer to that query. An _ additional 
thought that I gained from some of the 
secretaries was that the fairs play a much 
more important role in the pure bred live 
stock business than many people give them 
credit for doing. Several expressed the feel- 
ing that the government should exert every 
effort possible to let these fairs and expo- 
sitions go ahead at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The breeds that seem to be suffer- 
ing worse from a lack of sales activity are 
those breeds which have the least opportun- 
ity to exhibit at fairs and expositions. The 
Canadian fairs are running more nearly 
normal than are ours on this side of the 
line. The same can be said about the shows 
in England. Therefore, it seems to me that 
our own government officials should be 
petitioned again and again and urged to 
make possible the opening of our leading 
fairs and expositions at least at the earliest 
date possible. 

There seems to be a growing feeling 
among live stock breeders that something 
must be done after the war is over to get 
the fairs lined up on a better circuit. I know 
that all fairs would like to have the advant- 
age of the Labor Day crowd, but that just 
isn’t possible if our live stock breeders are 
to be able to ship advantageously from one 
fair to another. This difficulty could be 
eliminated by alternating the dates of the 
different fairs so that each would have the 
Labor Day crowd say once in every three 
years. A committee comprised of three or 
five competent men representing the pure 
bred live stock business and an equally com- 
petent group of fair secretaries could cer- 
tainly organize circuit fairs that would 
work to the advantage of the fairs as well 
as to the exhibitors of live stock. 

The success of such a plan would depend 
on cooveration, but it seems to me that the 
fairs would be willing to cooperate on the 
matter of dates so that the live stock exhib- 
itors who make the fairs can be given an 
opportunity to have enough of a circuit to 
pay at least the cost of such an effort. 
Showing at fairs, we are told, as a rule does 
not pay expenses so instead of increasing 
premiums, fairs could help exhibitors finan- 
cially and thereby increase the number and 
quality of exhibits by making it possible for 
breeders to take in a suitable number of 
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fairs once they go to the expense of fitting 
a string of show animals. 

Not only should a serious effort be made 
among fair managements to get together 
on dates, but there should be more coopera- 
tion on this matter of releasing animals so 
as to give breeders enough time to prepare 
their animals for show at the next fair. 
These are all problems which should be tak- 
en up with renewed energy when definite 
plans are being made for the holding of 
fairs and expositions again. 

The general feeling among breed secre- 
taries is that there will be more interest in 
live stock shows following the war because 
of our having been without fairs and expo- 
sitions for a while. The consensus of opin- 
ion of these men is that the exhibits of 
their particular breed will be larger because 
such breeders will be anxious to get the 
publicity in the agricultural press that they 
have missed for quite a while. Many exhib- 
itors will be running for the same hole in 
the fence, namely, to make breed lines in 
farm and breed papers by the winning of 
championship ribbons. 

A few of the breed secretaries think they 
will need to make some minor changes in 
their classifications in order to meet pres- 
ent day demands for their breed. That 
means that our fair secretaries need to keep 
an open mind and be ready and willing to 
change their classifications to meet the 
wishes of the several breeds. Such changes 
should be made by all of the leading shows 
to enable exhibitors to make up their show 
string so as to fit this revised classification 
and not be required to carry extra animals 
to fit some outdated classification of a fair 
that has been unwilling to modernize its 
premium list. Some of the breeds are plan- 
ning to drop some classes for older animals 
and to increase premiums on younger 
classes and group classes to encourage the 
exhibitors who exhibit animals principally 
of their own breeding. 

I did not gain the impression from the 
letters that I received from these breed of- 
ficials that there would be any need for in- 
creasing fair premiums in order to bring 
out satisfactory results. Although a few 
breed secretaries feel that if inflation turns 
loose as a result of subsidies and price con- 
trols being dropped, labor costs and other 
expenses may go so high that fair prem- 
iums will have to be increased in order to 
meet other rising expenses that our exhibit- 
ors will have to meet if they are going to 
stay in the show business. If the railroads 
do away with the free return privilege as 
some railroads are talking about doing, this 
will put an extra burden on exhibitors which 
may result in higher premiums being re- 
quired in order to get a sufficient number 
of exhibitors to come out to the fairs. 

No doubt there will be plenty of war ex- 
hibits on display at our fairs when they 
start up again, but our breed secretaries do 
not believe that interest in these war relics 
will detract from the live stock shows. It 
may be that these war exhibits will increase 
the attendance at fairs and in that way 
bring people in contact with our live stock 
shows who might not otherwise be reached.

Then the offspring of these same anj- 
mals were brought to America and sold in 
competition with animals produced by our 
own breeders. They were what we would 
call top cross animals or high grades. |p 
the home country, no doubt other grade ani- 
mals were used as foundation stock by be- 
ing approved by a special committee ap. 
pointed by the government and their off. 
spring were no doubt sold to American im- 
porters as pedigreed animals. They had 
pedigrees to be sure but they should never 
have been brought into the United States 
and sold as pure bred registered animals in 
competition with real pure breds produced 
by our farmers in America. 

This injustice to American breeders could 
have been prevented by having the registry 
association in the United States refuse to 
accept the pedigrees for these top cross ani- 
mals or by putting on a high registry fee 
for all imported animals of this particular 
breed. This is what this registry organiza- 
tion finally did but not until several years 
had passed and after large numbers of these 
animals had been brought into the United 
States. 

All of our leading record associations in 
the United States will need to watch this 
point following the close of this war. Fairs 
likewise should keep this matter in mind 
and raise the bars high enough to prevent 
top cross animals from being sold by Eun- 
pean breeders to American farmers and 
eventually shown at United States fairs and 
expositions under the representation that 
they are pure bred imported animals. Our 
registry associations should take an active 
hand in this matter and never allow these 
foreign top cross animals to get to our 
American shows. Our United States breed- 
ers deserve this protection. Therefore, our 
fair managers and registry association of- 
ficials for all breeds of pure bred live stock 
should stand together on this point at least 
= they plan for the years following World

I know no part of the United States, or 
I might say of the Southwest, of which I 
am more familiar, where Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle have a brighter future for breeders 
to start both registered and commercial 
herds. For instance: The 13,000 breeding 
cows in this territory will necessitate a re- 
placement every year of from three to three 
hundred and fifty Aberdeen-Angus bulls, 
and in this territory, there are not over 50 
registered breeding cows; so you can read- 
ily see that we are not producing in this 
territory anything like half the Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls used. 

We often hear men say when a breed of 
cattle has increased in a territory like Ab- 
erdeen-Angus have here, that we will soon 
produce too many Aberdeen-Angus steer 
calves—but this is not the case, for I know 
that corn-belt feeders would rather go into 
a territory where they could have two or 
three thousand calves to select from than 
where there was only four or five cars. I 
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have no fear that we will ever have too 
many Aberdeen-Angus cattle in this terri- 
tory, and believe they will continue to in- 


crease. This is the first year in five years 
that any of the heifer calves have gone to 
the feed lot from this territory. All have 
been kept here to increase the herds.

chases of the entire Louis B. Mayer regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus herd and Queenall 2d 
was brought back to breed to these heifers.

She boasts 
of illustrious grandparents, having as 
grandsire on her sire’s side Barbarian of 
Rosemere 64th, the International grand 
champion, and as grandsire on her dam’s 
side Blackcapmere 113th, the American 
Royal grand champion and International 
first place winner. 

Reserve champion from the Rosemere 
herd was Blackcap of Rosemere 180th, an- 
other daughter of Eileenmere 246th, calved 
September 20, 1942. Her dam is a Black- 
cap daughter of Ericmere 45th, one of the 
top Rosemere sires for ten years. 

Not that the Great Western Aberdeen- 
Angus show was a two-sided show by any 
means; there was plenty of competition 
from a number of other western breeders 
with many of the first places in both bull 
and female classes going to other herds. 
Among these other exhibitors of the black 
cattle were the A-Bar-A Ranch, of Encamp- 
ment, Wyoming, long a well known com- 
mercial Hereford establishment and now 
going into the blacks in earnest; Robert 
Bell, of Woodland, California; Stanley R. 
Pierce, of Creston, Illinois, one of the old- 
est Aberdeen-Angus breeding farms in the 
country; Ehlers Bros., of LaMoille, Illinois; 
Fred B. McCay, of Cathay, California; and 
Ed. R. Biaggini, of the well known San 
Jeronimo Ranch at Cayucos, California. 
They provided plenty of interest in the 
classes but it was the black, blocky bodies 
of the bulls and heifers in the ring, stand- 


ing out in striking manner against the 
white shavings and sawdust in which they 
stood that caught and held the attention of 
the ringsiders.

CATTLE LICE 
AND THEIR CONTROL. 


There are two very different kinds of lice 
common on cattle. Some suck the blo 
and others live off the dry skin scales, hairs 
and scabs. Lice frequently become a prob- 
lem in even the best managed herds of cat- 
tle. 

When cattle rub and scratch against trees 
and fences and show areas of skin which 
are full of scurf and partly denuded of hair, 
they are likely to be infested with lice or 
scab mites. If lice are the cause of the im- 
tation, parting the hairs of the skin folds 
on head, neck and shoulders will reveal 
them. The lice which suck blood are of a 
dark blue color, and are easily seen. The 
chewing lice are of a yellowish-white color 
and are difficult to see. The chewing lice 
crawl about freely over the skin between 
the hairs and irritate the skin with their 
sharp claws and mouth parts. |

Pyrethrum is a spectacular insecticide 
which acts very quickly, rapid in action. 
Naphthalene has been included in the form- 
ula because a certain species of blue louse 
is often present which can be controlled by 
this material. The sulfur or tale is an inert 
material which serves to dilute the more 
concentrated killing agents; however, there 
are some data to show that sulfur alone 
kills a good percentage of the lice. 

The louse powder is applied along the 
back from head to tail and dusted into the 
coat by hand. If purchased in bulk, the 
powder may be transferred to a sifter-top 
can. Such a container may be made of a 
baking powder can by punching holes in 
the top with an ice pick. The experience of 
cattlemen during the past winter indicates 
that one pound of the powder should be suf- 
ficient to treat ten head of cattle twice.

SALT AND ‘ 
MINERALS. 

Salt is essential for cattle of all ages. 
It is better to keep salt before them con- 
stantly than to salt once each week. Flake 
salt is more palatable than block salt, but 
owing to the fact that flake salt weathers 
so rapidly, it is more practical to use block 
salt. On the average, cattle eat less than 
a pound of salt per head per month, but be- 
cause of the waste of weathering, it is best 
to figure on about two pounds per head per 
month. Cattle on grass consume larger 
amounts of salt than those fed on dry feeds. 
_Cattle frequently suffer from mineral de- 
ficiencies, especially when their feed is pro- 
duced on soils which are deficient in essen- 
tial minerals such as calcium, phosphorus, 
iron, and in some cases, cobalt. It is possi- 
ble to mix minerals with the salt, and a good 
mixture is 100 pounds of salt, 100 pounds 
steamed bone meal and 100 pounds of 
ground limestone. In addition to this mix- 
poe block salt should be kept before the 
cattle, :

cobalt chloride of cobalt sulfate to each ton 
of regular salt-lick mixture (110 pounds of 
salt, 25 pounds of red oxide or iron, one 
pound of powdered copper sulfate). A 
recommended manner of making this addi- 
tion is to dissolve 22 grams of the cobalt 
salt in a small amount of water and spray 
it over 100 pounds of the salt-lick mineral 
with a fly sprayer or atomizer. It should 
be mixed thoroughly so that animals taking 
it will get a uniform amount. This should 
be offered in protected mineral boxes at all 
times. (Beef Cattle Production, Bulletin 
346, South Carolina Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station).

successfully controlled through vaccination 
and there is no good reason to be advanced 
why bangs disease can not be successfully 
controlled in much the same manner.

U. S. CLAMORING 
FOR BEEF. 
OINTING out a critical beef shortage 
which is in the making, George A. 
Schmidt, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the American Meat Institute, said 
in an address before the annual meeting 
business session in Chicago recently that 
there is a twenty-one percent reduction of 
feeder cattle shipped into the Corn Belt 
states for the last three months as compar- 
ed with the same period a year ago. Mr. 
Schmidt declared that unless quick and 
remedial measures are taken, there is 
grave danger that millions of Americans 
pe be clamoring for beef by spring or be- 
Mr. Schmidt revealed that this shortage 
threatens to be more acute than it was dur- 
ing last spring, when beef could not be 
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found in thousands of retail markets in the 


country. Mr. Schmidt told industry 


repre- 


sentatives that the problem looms large to- 
day and that it must find solution outside 
the realms of the live stock and meat in- 


dustry. 


He agreed with government statistics, 
that whereas there was slight activity in 
feeder cattle going to the lots last month, 
unless there is a very decided increase in 
feeder cattle this month (October), in No- 
vember, and in December, the outlook for 
finished beef early next year will be slim. 

The meat packing industry is aware of 
some of the minor contributing factors 
which cause this critical condition, Mr. 
Schmidt said, but it remains for govern- 
mental agencies to remove the uncertainty 
which encompasses present unsatisfactory 
cattle feeding returns to those who have a 
large stake in an important segment of live 
stock production. Live stock raisers are al- 
so disturbed because of a threatened im- 


position of price ceilings on cattle. 


The demand for beef is so great, Mr. 
Schmidt pointed out, that our Fighting Al- 
lies could use our entire production if we 
could furnish it to them. Higher income 
among the millions of Americans, he added, 
has brought about a condition in which they 
could eat five billion more pounds of meat 
if it was available from our supply. Mr. 


Schmidt 


said that lend-lease purchases 


totaled approximately 2,350,000,000 pounds 


so far this year. 


Mr. Schmidt told the delegates that he 
was proud of the achievements of the in- 


dustry this year. 


Meat packers, he said, 


had taken the largest production of live 
stock in history—from more than six mil- 
lion farms and ranches—and prepared this

meat under conditions which would have 
taxed the industry’s resourcefulness even in 
peace times. Preparing and distributing 
meats for our armed forces, civilian popu- 
lations, and lend-lease, made it necessary to 
drastically revise peace time operations in 
processing, packaging and_ distribution. 
Other difficulties have arisen, Mr. Schmidt 
said, because it has not been possible to 
replace packing house machinery and other 
equipment operating in many instances 
’round the clock, because of the necessity 
for metals for war equipment. Thousands 
of plant and office workers have answered 
the call to arms and thus taxed their re- 
sourcefulness, but the industry has carried 
on.—The Cattleman, November.

PLAINER TYPE OF BABY 
BEEF IS “PATRIOTIC”. 


The handsome baby beef grand champion 
may be forced to share honors with one of 
his plainer cousins at next year’s county 
fairs, if leaders of Iowa’s 4-H program have 
their say on it. 

This plan—a wartime measure—calls for 
greater emphasis upon a baby beef which 
may not have the fancy curves of a cham- 
pion, but does show a better record on gain- 
ing weight. 

Fair Meeting. 

Ed Gabel of Ames, state 4-H boys club 
leader, outlined this plan at the thirty-sixth 
annual meeting of the Fair Managers As- 
sociation of Iowa which opened in Hotel 
Fort Des Moines Monday. 

His suggestions met with mixed reactions 
in the audience. Several fair managers said 
they thought emphasis upon this ‘“com- 
mercial type of feeding might not have the 
appeal to the public that judging of the 
regular baby beef program has.” 

The public is more interested in seeing 
the best looking animal picked, several of 
the fair managers contended.

Four times in the money, once with the 
champion load of Aberdeen-Angus and this 
year it was the grand champion load of fat 
cattle over all breeds for Frank B. Eitel, of 
Green Castle, Missouri, at the American 
Royal Fat Stock Show at Kansas City. This 
year he accomplished the job with a beauti- 
fully finished load of Aberdeen-Angus that 
weighed 1060 pounds and sold for $35.50 
per hundred pounds. His first prize light 
load, 910 pounders, sold at $24.50 per hun- 
dred pounds.
